• Coaxial cable is the cable that comes in from your antenna, cable TV service, 
or cable converter box. Coaxial cable uses "F" connectors. 

• Standard stereo A/V cables usually come in sets of three, and are typically 
color-coded according to use: yellow for video, red for stereo right audio, and 
white for stereo left (or mono) audio. Your TV's standard A/V inputs are 
color-coded in the same manner as the cables.

Adjusting the channel settings 
Switching between two channels 

You can switch between two channels without entering an actual 
channel number each time. 

To switch between two channels: 

1. Select the first channel you want to view. 

2. Select a second channel using the Channel Numbers (0-9, 100). 

3. Press CH RTN. The previous channel will display. 

Each time you press CH RTN, the TV will switch back and forth 
between the last two channels you tuned the TV to. 

Programming your favorite channels 

The favorite channel feature allows you to use the FAV Y/FAVA keys 
to cycle through your favorite channels only, skipping over channels 
you do not usually watch. 

You can program up to 12 of your favorite channels into the favorite 
channel memory. 

To program a channel into the favorite channel memory: 

1. Tune the TV to a channel you want to program as a favorite 
channel. 

Note: The TV must be in "CABLE" mode to program a cable 
channel and in "TV mode" to program an antenna channel. 
Select TV/CABLE in the SET UP menu. 

2. Press MENU, and then press "4 or ► until the SET UP menu 
appears.

• Make sure the power cord is plugged in, and then press POWER. 

• If the TV is plugged into a surge suppressor or multiple outlet extension, make sure the 
supressor/extension is plugged in and turned on. 

• The remote control batteries may be dead. Replace the batteries [p. 13]. 

• Check all connections [pgs. 7-12]. 

• If using an antenna, the reception may be poor. Use a highly directional outdoor antenna. 

• The current station may have broadcast difficulties. Try another channel. 

• Press the TV/VIDEO button [on the remote control or TV front panel] to make sure the correct 
signal source is selected [p. 21]. If no device is connected to the inputs on the TV [pgs. 7-12], 
no picture will display when you select that particular signal source. 

• If you have a VCR connected, press the TV/VCR button on the remote control to make sure it is 
set correctly [p. 17]. Also, try turning off the VCR. Also, check VCR connections [pgs. 7-1 1]. 

• Make sure the remote control device switch is set to the correct position for the signal source 
you are trying to view [p. 14]. 

• Make sure the TV/CABLE setting [in the SET UP menu] corresponds with your signal source 
[TV antenna or cable] [p. 21]. 

• Adjust the PICTURE menu settings [pgs. 25-27]. 

• If you have two VCRs connected to your TV, do not connect the same VCR to the TV's output 
and input connections at the same time [p. 1 1]. 

• If you have both a DVD player [or satellite receiver] and a VCR connected, make sure both 
are not connected to the same A/V IN terminals on the TV [p. 9]. 

• Do not connect a standard video cable and an S-video cable to VIDEO-1 on the TV back 
[or VIDEO-3 on the TV front] at the same time [pgs. 7-12]. 

• The SVM feature can sometimes make the picture look artificial. If SVM is on, and you want the 
video material you are watching to look more natural, try turning off the SVM feature [p. 26]. 

• Make sure the remote control device switch is set to the correct position [p. 1 4]. 

• Set the CLOSED CAPTION feature to OFF [p. 28]. 

• The station may have broadcast difficulties. Try another channel. 

• Adjust the TINT and/or COLOR in the PICTURE menu [p. 25]. 

• If you change the direction of the TV while the TV is on, the picture may suffer from color 
shading. If so, turn off the TV and allow it to cool for about 30 minutes, and then turn on the TV 
again. The picture should improve. 

• When the ColorStream signal source is active, the VI DEO OUT terminal outputs a black-and- 
white signal only. To receive a color VIDEO OUT signal, a standard video or S-video IN jack 
must be used instead of the ColorStream connections [p. 21]. 

• This TV will not accept or display 480p or 720p progressive scan signals or 1 080i interlaced 
high-definition signals.
